The prune has become the symbol— 


thanks to the humorists—of pjebian 
cookery and boarding house desserts. 
But let's not regard it too scornfully, 
for prunes are really a much-needed 
article of diet. 
On account of, their 


sugar content, prunes and raisins have 
a higher caloric value than most vege- 
tables and other fruits, and they are 
therefore especially nutritious for chil- 
dren whose 
constant activity makes 
them demand sweets. 


Stewed prunes may not appeal to the 


appetite, 
but if formed into a prune 


whip they are tempting as well as 
wholesome. Prune pie or prune patties 
are delicious and prunes or raisins make 
an excellent cake filling. 


Prune Filling for _ayer Cake. 


2-2 cupful of cooked prunes 
1-3 cupful of boiling water 
1 cupful of sugar 
1 egg white 
1 tcaspoonful of vanilla 
1-S teaspoonful of cream of tartar 
.Boil the water and sugar until a drop 


forms a soft ball when tried in cold 
water. Then add the cream of tartar 
and tho vanilla and ucat, gradually add- 
ing the stiffly beaten white- of egg and 
beating constantly until thick. Finally 
add the prunes, which have first been 
stoned and cut into small bits and if 
desired chopped meats from a few of 
the prune stones. 


Prune Pie. 


2 cupfols of cooked prunes 
ij cupful of sugar 
1 tablespoonful of flonr 
% orange rind, grated. 
Cut the stoned prunes into quarters 


and place on top of tho pie crust 
Sprinkle with the flour, sugar 
and 


orange rind grated together. Cover with 
top crust, brush lightly with milk, and 
bake for 30 minutes in a hot oven. 


Cornstarch Prune Pud-ing. 
1 capful of prunes 
2 cupfuls of water 
v. cupful of sugar 
1 1-3 cupfuls of boiling water 
% cupful of comstarci 
1 lemon 
Stick cinnamon 
Soak the prunes in the cold water a 


few hours and then boil in tho same 
water with the stick cinnamon until ten- 
der. Remove the pulp from the stones, 
mix with the prune juice, boiling water 
and sugar. ^ Gradually mix the corn 
starch and ,'cold water into a smooth 
paste and then cook with the other in- 
gredients for five minutes. Finally add 
die lemon juice-, ponr into a mould and 
set aside to get firm. 
Serve with 
cream. 


Raisin Pie. 


% cupful of chopped raisins 
1% cupfuls of hot water 
1-4 cupful of vinegar 
1 cupful of brown sugar 
% cupful of sifted breadcrumbs 
C tablespoonfuls of butter. 
Cook those ingredients together for 10 


minutes, then set aside to cool. Cover 
tnc crust in pie plate and liaSe for 40 
minutes. This may be finished with a1 
meringue or a top crust as preferred.

the five large packing firms. 


"I scarcely need to repeat the 


views that I expressed to you nearly 
a year ago, that there is here a 
growing and dangerous domination 
of the handling of the nation's food- 
stuffs. 


"I do not feel that appreciation 


of this domination of neces-suy im- 
plies wrong doing on the part of the 
Proprietors, but is tho natural out- 
growth of various 
factors 
which 


need correction. 


"It is a matter of great conten- 


tion as to whether these five finna | 
compote amongst themselves, and 
the records of our courts and public 
bodies are monuments to this con- 
tention. 


"As to the stork yards, T am In , 


agreement that they should be en- 
tirely disassociated from tho con- 
trol of the packers. 
A distinction 


mu5>t bo drawn between the stock 
yards as a phvsical ^market place 
and the buying and 
selling 
con- 


ducted therein. 
In the first sense, 


the complaints largely center around 
tho exclusion, not of 
buyers 
and 


sellers, but of the 
prevention 
of 


competitors from establishing pack- 
ing plants either upon lands of the 
>aj-ds, or of obtaining track 
and 


other connections therewith. 
The 


tolution of this problem in perma- 
nent form 
will also depend upon 


the ultimate solution of the railway 
problem 
If the government should 


acquire the railways, it -would ap- 
Poar to me that it should, as a part 
of the system, acquire the yards. 
If the government returns the rail- 
ways to their owners,, it would ap- 
pear to mo that these ends could be 
accomplished bj appropriate regu- 
lation 
under the 
interstate 
com- 


merce commission, and this should 
be done ad interim. 
As to 
the 


wrong practices between buyers and' 
"filers, these would not bo corrected 
by the government owning or con- 
trolling the physcal yards; they are, 
in fact, now under war regulation 
by the department of agriculture. 


".Vs to the recommendation that 


the federal government should at 
once take over the packers' branch 
houses, cold storage and warehouse 
facilities, I find much difficulty. 
I 


do not assume that the trade com- 
mission 
contemplates the 
govern- 


ment entering upon the purchase 
and sale of meat and groceries at 
these establishments. 
Xor does it 


appear to me that tho individual 
separate 
and 
scattered 
branch 


houses of the packers furnish any 
proper physical basis for free ter- 
minal wholesale markets. 
In dis- 


cussion with the independent pack- 
ers, I find no belief that the pack- 
ers' branch houses would serve as a 
basis of universal market service, I 
and I rind much difference of opin- 
ion as to public markets as a solu- 
tion. 
Any of the great packers' 


equipment in this particular would 
in any event require a great deal of 
extension to effect such objectives, 
and we are in no position to find 
the material and labor during the 
wnr." 


I;. F. 
Swift, president of Swift &. 


Company, one of the big packing finna. 
is In San Francisco inspecting tnc com- 
pany's holdings in the San Francisco 
Bay region. Commenting on the letter 
of Herbert Hoover concerning the pack- 
Ifijs industry, Swift said: 


"I am -naturally greatly interested in 


Mr. Hoover'a letter to the President, I 
which was written last September, and ' 
welcome It as an honest expression of , 
opinion about the packing house .situa- 
tion. I am only sorry that Mr. Hoover 
had not had opportunity to avail himself | 
of tho information brought out at the

cerns, besides those operated by tho five 
largest, that nre under federal inspec-

Some of their representa- 


tives appeared at the hearings in Wash- 
ington and stated that they were pros- 
pering, and that there was fair and open 
competition in the industry. 


EARLIER STATEMENTS. 


"I have publicly stated that we hn.vo 


no serious objection to being relieved 
of our Interest in refrigerator cars and 
stock yards. But vre have pointed out 
that it is decidedly questionable whether 
an;, efficiency or benefit can bo gained 
by such procedure. We would also c.oll 
attention to the fact that during tho 
recent hearings, no evils, needing cor- 
rection, have been brought to light in 
connection with packer ownership of 
these facilities. 


"I quite asreo with Mr. Hoover that 


there is no reason for tire government 
to take over the branch houses of tho 
packers, but I do not foci that suffi- 
cient consideration has been given to 
the question of handling: other products 
than meats. Swift & Company handles 
only a few such products, and they nro 
distinctly related to our business, either 
as by-products of the packing houses, 
or a? poods which can be economically 
handled through our extensive diitrib- 
uting organization. 


"I hardly think that the government 


should assnmo authority 
to 
dictate 


what products 
any business concern 


may or may not handle. There is not 
only no need for such a step In con- 
nection with the packing business, but 
it would act as a dangerous precedent 
which might be extended to all other 
Industries. 


"It is a little difficult for ma to rec- 


oncile Sir. Hoover's criticism of tho 
fact that tlie lars* packers have elim- 
inated middlemen and gone direct to 
the retailers with tho generaJ opinion 
that marketing should be as direct as 
possible from producer to consumer. I 
think it will be conceded that If we 
have eliminated unnecessary 
middle- 


men this has been to the advantage of 
the public at large. 


"Smce there is no monopoly, tho facts

auspices of the League to Enforce Peace is to 
promote popular sentiment in favor of the league 
of nations plan, the covenant of which has just 
been promulgated in Paris. The League to En- 
force Peace, however, was not organized for this 
purpose. It was started some time prior to the 
conception of the league of nations idea and was 
the project of well-meaning citizens who felt 
called upon to do something to prevent wars. 
At one time its leaders were opposed to the entry 
of the United States in the war, although later 
the organization came out frankly and strongly 
in favor of American participation and the prose- 
cution of the war until a derisive victory was 
achieved. 


Probably the peace congress will render useful 


Korvice to the nation in promoting a sentiment 
of approval for the league of nations plan. The 
constitution of the league which the Allied peace 
commissioners have just formulated is designed 
to carry into effect principles and to realize 
ideals which merit the approval of-the American 
people, tsudi endorsement as may be given the 
plan, however, should be vouchsafed after a care- 
ful study and the attainment of a full knowledge 
uJ' significance of the plan, of the responsibilities 
and tbe limitations which it seeks to impose 
upon the .<evoral natrons, the United States in- 
cluded. The mere fact that the League 1o En- 
fcrce IV'iicc endorses the idea is not an adequate 
incentive or justification for endorsement by the 
American people.

To Our 100,000 Employees: 


About this Saturday half holiday. 


In the agreement made with the shipbuilders by your 


agent, the Iron Trades Council, forty-eight hours was fixed 
as the working week. 


It was the Macy Board—composed of representatives of 


the U. S. Shipping Board, the U. S. Navy and the Unions 
—that established 48 hours as the basic week. 


The shipbuilders and metal workers had no representative

COSTS INCREASE. 


"A child up to 15 years cannot 


be cared for for less than $15 or 
$16 a month. 
We draw upon state 


aid. supplemented by county aid. In 
1899 the state agreed to pay $75 
for a half-orphan and $100 for an 
orphan. 
Although the cost of living 


has increased Uernendously the ap- 
propriation 
has not been modified 


to meet it. This allowance in Ala- 
meda county is increased to $11 a 
month. But we find that sum is not 
sufficient to cover a child's board 
and clothes. 
In most instances we 


have been obliged to add milk orders 
or grocery orders and supplement 
from a private fund to secure the 
child's care. This is merely a tem- 
porary arrangement, however.

PKOBLTEM IS DIFFICULT.

appropriation is smficient to care for 
the children 'v^o are boarded. 
"We 


have endeavored to encourage these 
women 
to receive children 
other 


than their own. 
"While it is true 


many people will take dependents 
for the sake of the child, for the 
most part it is a necessity that the 
actual expenses of these boys and 
girls be met. 


"We are aiming to get together 


on some bill which will increase the 
present state appropriation. 


"We are up against a hard propo- 


sition when we try to find homes 
for our dependent 
children," says 


Mrs. 
Fred Harrison, county welfare 


agent. "The state and county ap- 
propriations are not sufficient and 
nearly always have to be supple- 
mented by milk orders and in other 
ways."
